G. O. P.. WASHINGTON, July 18.—Former President Hoover is 
not the only one who is doing a little sly resuscitation 
work over the sleeping republican elephant. 

Some of the men who were left out of Mr. Hoover’s Palo Alto 
parties are quietly getting together themselves. If you watch the 
door of Charles D. Hilles’ office in New York you will soon find out - 
who they are. One is most certainly Senate Minority Leader Mc- 
Nary. He and Mr. Hilles are supposed to have a pow-wow within 
the next few days. 

“Their conference may prove to be far more important than Mr. 
Hoover’s. There are no two smarter men in the party. Very soon 
.they may have what might be called an anti-Hoover group. They 
will not call it that, but their purpose is clear. 


Their plan will be shown when the republican national com- 
mittee meets at Chicago September 16. 

Mr. Hoover's strategists will be surprised to find out*then how 
far this thing has gone. They may learn Mr. Hoover's influence
